An outstanding gift of memorial 
books has been given to the Val- 
paraiso library by Lee F. Bennett, 
formerly of Valparaiso and now of 
Saginaw, Michigan, in memory of 
his wife, Abbie Barrett Bennett. 

The memorial collection of 30 | 
volumes was selected by the donor 
from a list prepared for him by 
Mrs. Zada C. Williams, librarian, 
at his suggestion. Some titles fill 
definite needs of the library to 
complete basic works in non-fiction 
fields. All are of lasting value 
and many are beautifully edited 
editions which the library could 
not normally acquire. 

Bennett’s continued interest in 
the library dates from the family’s 
residence in Valparaiso from 1899 
until 1919, when he was a profes- 
sor of zoology and geology at Val- 
paraiso university. Mrs. Bennett, 
a graduate of Valparaiso univer- 
sity, was a member of the Valpa- 
raiso Woman’s club and the Ben- 
netts were also active in the 
Mathesis club. The husband 
served as a member of the Valpa- 
raiso public library board of trus- 
tees for a number of years.
